The “off-year” election had its high 
lights, nevertheless. 
Of interest to 
Bristolians, owing to the proximity 
of Philadelphia, are the election re­ 
turns there, which, though a fore­ 
gone conclusion, shown in a large vote 
for the so-called “50-60” ticket. 
By majorities averaging 200,000, all 
candidates on the Republican ticket 
for county offices and magistrates 
were elected. 
With their party vote swollen by 
Republican ward leaders, who deliv­ 
ered big blocks of votes to swamp the 
Voters’ League magisterial candidates, 
Democrats elected five oi six minority 
magistrates. 
'Magistrate Benjamin H. Renshaw, 
running on the Democratic, Voters’ 
League and a combination of indepen­ 
dent tickets to corral stray votes, cap­ 
tured the other minor judiciary berth. 
He was endorsed by Mayor Moore, 
.md t.) his election the Voters’ League, 
an organization of independents which 
battled unsuccessfully with the Vare- 
Cunningham forces at the September 
primary, may raise its sole cry of suc­ 
cess yesterday.

The high light of the returns of the 
election in New Jersey is that the Re­ 
publicans will probably control both 
houses of the Legislature. 
The next New Jersey legislature 
will be composed of sixty Republicans 
and twenty-two Democrats, giving the 
Republicans a majority on joint bal­ 
lot« oif 38. 
The composition of the House, on 
the face of practically complete re­ 
turns will be 44 Republicans and 16 
Democrats and the Senate will be com­ 
posed of 1 r» Republicans and six Dem­ 
ocrats. 
This is a gain of one Republican 
senator, Morgan F. Larson, Republi­ 
can having defeated Fred W. Devoe, 
Democrat in Middlesex county.

The most noteworthy feature 
of the election was the deiwat o»f Mrs. 
Jennie Van Ness, author of the Van 
Ness prohibition enforcement act, in

dry issue and only one Democrat.

Ab ov e all things else, this Confer­ 
ence calls
